N SPEAKING to the newspaper men at his luncheon the 
other day, John N. Willys made one of the illuminating 
remarks that we have learned to expect from him. He was 
speaking about the intense competition that lies ahead of the 
iridustry, and he remarked that the companies which were 
going to the struggle for existence were those 
which could keep their plants at capacity production all 
the time. 

And the only way in which any company can hope to 
keep its plant going at capacity is by building up a well bal- 
anced organization.
